So far as has been leaned today four 
or five persons were killed by these mis- 
sies and about as many more were 
wounded. Whether these airships were 
Zeppdlin .dirigible balloon or aeroplanes 
has not yet been definitely established. 
There is inaeasing .belief In London this 
morning that possibly only aeroplanes 
took part in the attack.. There has been 
no news so far today to conflxm the re- 
port current last night that a Zeppelin 
aad been brought down on the E^lish 
eoart.

A Gennan airdtip raid on English 
coast towns last sight resulted in 
four or five deaths» the injmty of sev- 
eral persons and considerable dam- 
age to property. So far as known, 
the Germans who peifonned this 
spectacular feat, escaped unscathed. 
Earlier reports that one Zeppelin #as 
brought down have not been borne 
out It has not yet been eotabliahed 
whether aeroplanes or ZsppeUne were 
employed by the raiders. 
An official Russian statement today 
describes a series of actions along the 
Vistula, northwest of Warsaw dur- 
ing Jtily 17 and 18.

The doors of Sing Sing prison liave closed beMnd 
two notable convicts. One is Joseph Oassidy, the political 
boss of Queens county; the other is William Willett, jr. 
a lawyer. For four years these men have fought up hiU 
and down dale, through all the courts and quibbles of the 
law, to escape the cells of Sing Sing. And they have not 
escaped. One of them, Cassidj^, was enough of a political 
boss to dictate who should and who should not be nomin- 
ftted and elected judge of the supreme court in Queens 
county. The other, Willett, desiring to sit on the bench, 
paid Cassidy his price for the nomination.

Every time that such a threat has been 
made there hfl^s been, a notable rush to 
close out. It is not to be supposed that 
all thè operators are so easily scared. 
Investigation is not very likely to dis- 
close the manipulation even if it exists. 
But when the mère talk of an embargo 
sends the market down

strongly indicates a large bull element, 
some of which is disposed to nervous- 
ness. 


It Is the cursc of aur grain markets 
that when it is naturally disposed to a 
rise the speculative elements exagger- 
ate thè tendency, and nvhen the dispo- 
sition is to à fall, the speculative ten- 
dency increases that also. 
If there is 
any way of stopping the speculation 
without injuring legitimate business, W' 
should favor it. But no particular prog 
rcss is likely to bo made by holding i 
fresh investigation every year or two, 
and then doing nothing.

The present controversy about 
the 
Weisser paik is not a question whether 
we are for or against parks and im- 
provements, but a business proposition. 
The question is whether it is good pub- 
lic policy to enlarge Weisser park four 
or six acres at an expense of $40,000, 
especially when not a cent of this money 
is to be used for improvements on 
said park. 
The mere aquisition of ad.- 
ditionaj ground itself does not increase 
the usefullness of the park. 
Therefore 
improvements of different natme are 
necessary. They must be paid for. By 
whom and in what manner? 
Certainly 
not by the taxpayers of New Haven or 
by the man in the moon but by the tax- 
payers of Fort Wayne, either in the way 
of "general taxation or by assessments 
against property owners. 


The park board has now adopted and 
published a resolution, promising the 
property holders of the seventh and 
tenth wards not to make another as- 
sessment for Weisser park. 
This reso- 
lution looks to me like a new years reso- 
lution, promising not to smoke any more. 
It is not binding on anybody, not even 
on the present park board, because the 
law gives the board the right to re- 
scind such a resolution any time and the 
time might arise when the change of 
such a resolution is advisable a^d even 
necessary. 


The park board promises to pay for 
the improvement« of Weisser park out 
of tho park fund, but at the same time 
they admit that this park fmid is com- 
pletely exhausted so that they hate to 
borrow money in order to be able to 
pay the running expenses of their de- 
partment. Where are they going to get 
money for the promised improvements 
in Weisser park? 
They have to ask 
the,common council for an increase of 
the park taxes. 
But if I am not mis- 
taken, the common coimcil has already 
increased the park levy t» ita lawful 
limit. 
The only way how this park 
could get mdney for improvements in 
Weisser park would bo another and then 
another assessment against the property 
owners. 
Weisser park is large enough. 
It needs some improvements, but not 
as elaborate ones as the chairman of 
the park board promised when he said 
in public meeting that he would give 
the people of the seventh and tenth 
wards improvements similar to those 
proposed for the southwest district.

larger eUare of his time in the company 
of other Avonien, 
Tliat man may not 
curee his Avife, abuse her, or starve her, 
and yet he is certainly a traitor to her. 
Unless you are giving Jesus first place 
in your Ufa you stand condemned for 
treason against hiui. 


Then there are many others who also 
could not be branded as positively 
Avicked and vicious and criminal, yet 
are guilty of treason on account of the 
sin of indifférence. Supposing an aged 
woman Avalking down the street ajid a 
band 
of 
hoodlums are hurling vile 
epithets at her, picking up clods of 
earth and handfuls of iniû and throAviiii' 
at her. 
You speak to a Avell dressée 
yoimg nmn and say to him, "Wlio is 
that woman?" Ho replies, "She is my 
mother." "Why do you not defend hçr 
and drive off the crowd of ruflians?" Ho 
replies, "I am not throwing stones or 
mud at her, 
I am taking no part in 
their villiany." "But that is not the 
question, Avhat are you doing to defend 
her?" So the battle is on here in this 
city noAV between faith and doubt, be- 
tAveon virtue and Tjce, betAveen purity, 
righteousness, honesty and Godliness on 
the one hand, arid impurity, lust, dis- 
honesty and sin on the other. You can- 
not be neutral in this battle. To do so 
gives comfort and encouragement to the 
enemy.. Every one that believes in Jesus 
Christ as Sou of God, regardless of de- 
nomination or church affiliations, is asked 
to take part in this crusade. 
These 
coming daj's Avill determine A'cry largely 
the moral and spiritual destiny of this 
city for a generation. I do not fear the 
opposition of the openly A^ickcd and 
vicious, becaugo Christianity Avas ncA'cr 
permanently injured by hostility—the 
foe Ave have to fight is apathy andi in- 
difference. 
To try to remain neutral 
under such conditipns, is to bring you 
under the indictment of trca^son against 
our SaA'ior. 


Why did Judas betray his Lord? Th»e 
are some that think it was pn account 
pf anger. You Avill recall that Avhen Mary 
anointed the head of Jc^us Avith the 
precious {Spikenard, as he reclined at 
he feaat, that Judas grumbled and said, 
"Why was this waste of the anoint- 
ment made?" 
There are many like 
Judas today, who gruinblo at the coat 
of tliiis tabernacle and the expense of 
thia mt^tbg, and other funds used for 
the promotion of Cbrietian Avork. When 
the meiji wero building the tabernacle 
in one city, a saloon keeper passed back 
aud^ forth to-his meals by the building, 
and would swear at the workmen and 
say they were fools to put all that 
money into that big shed when there 
Avero »0 many poor people in the toAvn 
that needed it. 
He did" not consider 
the tens of thousands of dollars that 


eA'ery year Avere' worse than- wasted in 
the liquor that was consumed in that 
city, but he became very niuch wrought 
lip over the. amount that ^was tteiiig 
Spent for tho EAangelistic campaign. 
llierQ are Judas leçariôts on every hand. 
We are told that Jesus turned and xe- 
buHed Judas. 
Some say that it was 
this that mado Judas angry, and from 
the motive of reAfcnge he went 
to 
Christ's enemies and plotted, for his 
trayal. But this motive does not seem 
sufficient, for the anger of Judas had 
time to cool, and we can Tiardly believe 
it Avns strong enough to cause him to 
resort to this extreme measure. 


Then there are others Avho think that 
it Avas CQA'etousncss that caused Judas 
to betray Christ. 
This is, tho usually 
accepted idea. 
But this 
explanation 
likewise does not seem suflicient; for 
Judas Avas a shreAvd financier, and at 
almost any time ho could havo filched 
more than thirty pieccs of silver from 
the common treasury. 
It 
A v o u l d have 
been the supremacy of folly and of 
short-sightedness to have cut off fll 
hopes of future gains by plotting ftis 
Máster's destruction. If it was the love 
of money that caused th© betrayal, he 
has certainly many folloAvers at the pres- 
ent day. Men are voting to license the 
booze joints, under the exciise that it 
helps them to pay their taxes. They are 
willing to sell the virtue of a com- 
munity at a çoinpensation to them as 
their share of about the value of thirty 
pieces of silver. 


If, in our analysis of the character 
of Judas, we are to find tho secret of 
disloyalty, ATC must dig deeper than this. 
It Avas due to self-AVILL and rel^Uon. He 
was unAvilling to accept his Master's 
plan. Thero are but two bases for life 
— thé Christ basis and the sdf basis. 
Sin is choosing your own Avay ratjier 
than Christ's way, and salvation is choos 
ing Christ's Avay rather than your oAvn 
way. 
Judas was the only one in tlie 
band 
of 
Apostles 
Avho refused, to 
asknoAvJe^e toe XordsWp of Jesus. WJien 
at the Lftst Supper, Cajrist swd, "One of 
you shall betray roe," thé otliér Apostles 
exclaimed, "Lord is it IÎ" 
But Judas 
said, "Rabbi, is it I?" 
There are many 
today Avho are Avilling to call Jesus, 
"Rabbi," say that he Avas a gi-eat and 
good and AVÍ^ man, who are not willing 
tp accept him as Son of Gíp4, and Lord 
of their lives. 


The ^ e a t Passover Feast ^vas at hand 
at Jerusalem;. 
Tho ïuultitu^ies AA^ere 
gathering from all aections of tho coun- 
try, far and near, Judas felt sure that 
noAv Avaa the psycholo^^cai time for 
JTesus to sieze the kingship and assume 
authority. 
But dg-y after day pMsed 
by, and Christ talked about his Kingdom 
being not of this world, that it was 
to bo spiritual rather than material. 
Judas became restless and dissatisfied. 
He said, "That is vlsionaiy and imprac- 
tical, I hava a better plan, I will bring 
things to a climax, I will place Christ 
in tho hands. of his enemies, and ho will 
bo compelled, whether he AVILL or no, in 
his own defense and for his own safety, 
to sie^a the reigns of tJie government, 
and when ho haa done so, then I can 
come to him and say, "Oh King, cer- 
tainly you must appreciate that it Avas 
my shrewdness and cleverness of plan 
that gained this position. Kow to tho 
victor belongs the spoils, and certainly, 
I have a right to claim the position of 
Soeristary of ^^tate, or Primo Minister of 
the new government." 


But ÎÏ we are to understand fully the 
cause of the treason Of Judas, Ave must 
face two othar fapts, Tho first one, Ju- 
das did not realize the awful sinfulness 
of sin. 
If, early in the 
ministry 
of 
dxrist, someone had cóme to Judas and 
said, "Judas, you are going to prove a 
traitor to your Lord," Judas would have 
i)eçn in^ligiiant and would have deemed 
himsejjf insultpd. 
\A'lien one who has 
occupied a lii^h position, socially, po- 
litically, financially or morally, has been 
discovered guilty of 
porno 
appalling 
Avickedness, every one is astounded and 
they cxqlaim, "HOAV could this one have 
become sudi a great sinner in a mo- 
ment?" 
No one ever became' a great 
sinner in a moment. Away back, early 
in his experience, ho had alloAved some 
evil thought or purpopo or dcgito to 
take root in his mind and heart and al- 
loAvçd it to groAv, imtil at last it pro- 
duced the terrible harvest of woe. 
^^liilo walking along ihe fitree<i of a 


city ono day, just »hca4 of ni£ a tree 
perhaps six inches in diameter, broke 
off ahout five feet^ from tho ground, and 
Avith a crash fell into tho street. 
I 
marveled at this, for not a very strong 
wind was bloAvinjr at the time. I went 
up and examined: ihiB trunks:, and found 
that borers had been eating into that 
tree until they had girdled it, and pene 
trated clwr to the heart. Its iall then 
was inevitable. This was nob the work 
of a moment—perhaps ot months or of 
years. 


A visitor at Niagara falls was Aii(alking 
along the shore of tho river one winter 
d^y, some diiifanco ahove the falls, when 
he saw the carcass of a sheep floating 
doATn the stream. Presently hp saw aii 
eagle swoop down and light upon the 
back of the sheep, and wjtlr his beak 
and talons b^an to tear out chiwks of 
flesh and devour them, while rapidly 
the carcass was being carried down the 
stream. Doubtless the eagle suspected 
ho danger, for any time he pleased, he 


supposed he could fly. agfiin iip into the 
sky. "NOAV tho carcass was nearing the 
falls and the spray begj^ to fall upon 
the bird's feathers. 
Ho 
must 
have 
thought "it is now time for mo to go," 
and he started to rjse; But there Avas 
one thing he had not reckoned Avith, and 
that is the power of the frost, for his 
feet Avcre frozen in the ifloece of the 
sheep! 
There his feet wero fast! NOAV 
ho flaps his Avings and screams 
and 
struggles, but to no avail. 
Ho Avas 
quickly hurled over the cataract to his 
death. So it is Avith the j>ower of sin, 
it is too slight to be felt ujitil it is too 
strong to be broken. Is thero some sin 
that is yet small in your life that you 
are holding on to, that you 16AC? Give 
it up—give it up Avhile you can, for very 
soon it Avill be too. late. Judas became 
a traitor bccause he did not realize tlie 
EAvful sinfulness of sin. 


Then thero was still another reason 
for his treason. He did not realize the 
wonderful forgiving love of Jesus. If he 
had repented of his Avrong doing, and 
signified his purpose henceforth to be 
loral to his Master, Jesus Avould have 
forgÌA'en him. We have probably »ever 
had in this country a more Godly man 
in evangelistic Avork than was Myor 
D. W. Whittle. One evening a« he had 
just finished a service Injsi certain city, 
a telegram was handed him—<4t 
was 
from his Avife. It read, "Come home at 
once." He kncAV it mxist be something 
unusual, for liis wife understood thé im- 
portance of the meetings and would not 
call him aAvay unless it was essentiâl. 
He boarded the night train and reached 
home tlip npTt morning. His wife met 
him at the door and said, "Our 
br 
Charley is going to leaA'e homo. 
He 
says he is neA'er coming back—^he is up- 
stairs noAV packing his trunk. I felt I 
could not let him go without your see- 
ing hjm once more and bidding him good- 
bye." 


The nxother had told the son that she 
had sent for his father. 
When Major 
Wlbittlo Avent up to his son's room, the 
hoy kept on packing his trunk without 
even looking up to speak to his father. 
"Mother tells me you are 
going 
to 
leave home," says the father. 
'"Yea, 
am not going to stay around this old 
place any longer. You and mother have 
kept talking to me about becoming 
Christian, and I don't want to become 
a Christian and am not going to. 
have stood tliis talk upon religion long 
enough. I am going to get just as far 
away from hero as I canj and am never 
coming back." "Well, Charley, you may 
go if you want to," replied the father, 
"Wo are not going to compel you to 
stay. 
Wo Avould not if wo could. But 
Avherever vou go, never forget that back 
here at homo your room will always b 
kept ready for you. 
Your plate and 
place Avill be left reserved for yoii at the 
table. ^Tho front door Avill be left im- 
locked night and day? and wherever you 
go, never forget that back in tho old 
homo is a loving father and mother, 
Avhose heai'ts you aro breaking, Avho 
loA^e you and Avill be praying for you 
that you may 
become 
a Christian," 
These tender words of that loving fath 
er touched that hard, sinful heart. Tears 
came to the boy'» eyes. Ho turned about 
and said, '/ÎTather, Pam not worthy of 
having a father and mother like you and 
mother, I have been a poor, mean, im 
grateful wretch. Do you believe Jesiw 
would forgive me with all my sins?" 
"Y'es, my boy, if you Avill yield your 
life to Him He Avill receive you now," 
The son dropped on hia knees at his 
hcdside and the father by him. That 
morning Charles Wiittlo was glorious- 
ly saved, 


If Judas had only realized tho won- 
derful, forgiving love of Christ I If, on 
the Avay from tî»e judgment hall to Cal- 
vary, or after tho resurrection on the 
road^tp Jïnynaus, Judas had fallen down 
at the feet of Jesus and in gorroAv ajid 
penitence exclainied,. ^'M^ 
forgia'o 
me," would not Jesus 
have 
forgiven 
him ? 
Of course he Avould, and on the 
day of Pentecost, by the side of Peter, 
there would have stood Judas to tell 
of the Avonderful, forgiving love of Je- 
sus Christ. ÎVO name would havo been 
more resplendent on the pages of tho 
history of the early church. But Judas 
thought he had gone too far, he thought 
he Avas beyond hope, 


Tlicrc are two special excuses that- Sa- 
tan puts into men's minds. Avhich they 
give for rejecting Christ. One is, "I am 
not reaily." 
The other is, ''It} is too 
late." 
See Iscariot, as he hrijigs the 
thirty pieces of silver and. casts them 
down in the outer mitt;. 
Seo him, aa 
le gets the rope and tics it to that 
)ranch overhangiiyf the cliff, and then 
fastens the other end Avith a han^pnan's 
noose about his neck. 
Then see hiin, 
as he plunges off. the cliff, the 
rope 
breaks and the body drops to tho bot- 
toni. It bui'sts asunder and thè inwards 
gi^sh out; tho tongue c:vtends from the 
moutU and tlie eyes protrude from their 
sockets. Seo him as ho lies these with 
that ghjistly look upon his face 
of 
agony and remorse, ap hjis soul goea to 
its eternal doom. ' He reaped

the name ol Judas ha« been wtered with 
a serpent's hiss, Judas Iscariot, the trai- 
tor. Every life is either going to fol- 
low Jesus to heavçn, or Judas i o hell,

Say, "As 
for me, I will follow Jesus."

So far as has been leaned today four 


or five persons were killed by these mis- 
sies and about as many more were 
wounded. Whether these airships were 
Zeppelin dirigible balloon or aeroplanes 
has not yet been definitely established. 
There is increasing belief in London this 
morning that possibly only aeroplanes 
took part in the attack.. There has been 
no news so far today to confirm the re- 
port current last night that a Zeppelin 
had been brought down on the English 
coast. On the contrary It now appears 
is though all the German raiders hare 
returned whence they came. 


The most Important towns OT« which 


the German airmen sailed were Sanding- 
iam, Yarmouth, Sheeringham, Hunsta- 
ton, Cromer, Heacham, Dersingham and 
Kingslynn. King George had left Sand-
